CHICAGO, February 17.—A San Francisco 
special says: In consequence of the demon- 
stration of unemployed workingmen the Mis- 
sion Woolen Mills and the Oakland Pacitie 
Jute Factory have discharged their 1,200

Trouble Over an Estate. 


The case of H. J. Schoenich, administrator 
of J. M.;Marhum, deceascd, versus N. Reed 
and F. E. Marhum, executors and trustees, 
reversed and remanded by the Court of Ap- 
peals this morning, was an appealona settle- 


ment of trustees and executor’s account. J. 
M. Marhum died in 1872, leaving an estate 
consisting of land and personal property. The 
estate was then considered more than sufii- 
cient to pay his debts. In 1873 the will was 
admitted to probate and Jetters issued to N. 
Reid and the widow. After specific devises 
to wife and children, the rest of the 
propeity was given to the persons 
named as executors in trust, to raise money t) 
pay debts, to educate the younger children 
and to improve land left to them. The execu- 
tors took charge and acted under the will un- 
til 1877. At that date their letters were re- 
voked and an order made that the 
Public Administrator should take charge 
of the estate, which was done. A settlement 
was made, and a report, to which the piain- 
tiff filed objections. i 
the plaintiff for the amount claimed to be 
due, and an appeal was taken to the Court of 
Appeals. The judgment of the court. below 
was reversed this moraing, and tue case re- 
manded for a new trial. — 


Hill Versus Sutton. 

The case of Britton A. Hill vs. Henry A. 
Sutton was affirmed by the Court of Appeals 
this morning. The petition alleges that the 
defendant accounted withthe plaintiff as to 
certain sums of money and upon such account 
the defendant was found indebted to the 
plaintiff, which the defendact prom- 


ised to pav. It appears that the plain- 
tiff and Bowman had been partners as 
attorneys. It was agreedin that partnership 
that all business after the Ist of April, 1873, 
should be divided,while all prior to that date, 
except the case of Peter Lee versus the Em- 
pire Insurance Company. should be for the 
sole benefit of the party who commenced such 
business. Before this partnership tae de- 
fendant had employed Bowman to prosecute 
certain suits to perfect the title of lands which 
defendant held as trustee. In these suits 
the plaintiff assisted Bowman. While some 
of these suits were in progress the 
partnership was dissolved, and Hill obtained 
an injunction restraining Bowman from sol- 
lecting any fees due the firm. The suit of 
Hill sgainst Bowman was finally settled, and 
the latter assigned to Hill all outstanding 
accounts due tbe firm. 

The jury found for the plaintiff in the case of 
Hill versus Sutton,and the Court of Appeals af- 
firmed that decision this morning. 


Partnership Peculiarities. 

The Sectional Dock Company was an organ- 
ization the articles of which provided that, in 
the event of the deathof a partner, the co- 
partnersbip should not be dissolved, but that 
the deceased partner’s representatives uld 
continue to represent his interest in the firm. 


In 1870 Patrick Rogers, one of the partners 
died; bis son, R. C. Pewers, under the will, re- 
presented bim and continued the interest in 
the firm. In 1873, R. C. Rogers died and D. 
G. Taylor was appointed administrator of the 
late Patrick Rogers’ estate, and as such con- 
tinued the partnership under the articles. He 
died in 1878,and T. L. Garesche became 
the sdministrator and representative in 
the firm. In May, 1873, two members of the 
firm gave a promissory note payable to the 
order of the Dock a which was dul 
indorsed by the agent. This note was civen E. 
A. Roberts. oberts made 

mand for its payment, and alleged 
that it was refused. He consequently 
brought suit against the administrator of 
Rogers, and asked for a special judgment 
against him.

Tae ap- 
pearance of this character is striking. 
She is a tall, well-preserved old lady, of about 
sixty, struight as an arrow and as proud as 
Lucifer. Her eye is coal black, flasuing aud 
expressive. Her hair is gray, worn in a pro- 
fusion of curls, which hang over her fore- 
head. Sbe bears evidence tuat in her youth- 
ful days she must have lad claims to-superior 
beauty. for she even vet possesses more than 
ordinary good looks. She wears a faded gray 
dress and an old shawl. Oo her head she 
wears a modest and matronly white cap. No- 
body scems to know where she lives or how 
she is supported, but from her appeals for aid 
her livelihood is supposed tu be precarious.

WOMEN DOCTORS. 


Facts About the,Progress of Women’s 
Rights in England. 
London Cor. of the Philadelphia Times.] 

The movement in favor of women doctors 
to minister to women’s ailments, goes on 
apace. Two ladies have recently received 
doctors’ diplomas from the Faculty of Medi- 
cine in Paris One of them, Mrs. Chapiin 
Ayrton, came from Japan,where her huskaud 
held an important post under Government 


to study medicine, and has passe 
her examination with high honors. Tae 
other is Mrs. Marshall, sister- 


in-law of Mrs. Garrett Anderson, the premier 
of this movement among Englishwomen, and 
now properly acknowledged by male 
physicians, as well as the public, to deserve 
the place she has won in the front rank of her 
protession. Mrs. Marshall gave final proof of 
her fitness by a thesis that she wrote on au 
obscure disease, more daugerous to women 
than men. On handing her her diploma the 
Paris president said: ‘**You, madam, have 
helped to vindicate for all women their right 
to study medicine. You reply, in your 


person, to all tae objections of vyour 
adversaries. have seen you 
und watched your work for _ years 


—in the hospital. in my wards. by the bedside 
of the patients—I have seen the earnest work 
you have done. I congratulate you, aud 1 
thenk you.“ It should be remembered that 
Mrs. Murshall is one of the ladies who began 
to study medicine at Edinburgh, but was 
driven thence by the trades union violence 
ard ungentlemanly behavior of its medical 
students. Fortunately there is now a pros- 
perous and an efficient medical school for 
women in. London, which, if it has not yet all 
the prestige of the older schools for men, 
grows every session in numbers and reputa- 
tion. 

The latest claim advanced by the advocates 
of women’s rights is made by a lady corre:- 
pondent of the Times. who reminds us that, 
though many thousands of women earn their 
bread in factories and are subjected to the 
arbitrary provisions of the factory act, no such 
ofticial exists as a female inspector of factories. 
The writer argues that since women had been 
found*to make useful members of school 
boards they would be equally qualified to look 
alter the interest of women and children em- 
ployed in factories. For the complete estab- 
lishment of her case, however, she would 
require to prove that the inspection as at 
present conducted is unsatisfactory and that 
the public are prepared to pay for two sets of 
inspectors.

now Seco, Dee. Nl, 1777, and in 1700 married 
Miss Lucy Burnham, daughter of Thomas and 
Mollie Buunham, who wis born in Scur- 
borvugh, new Seco, Feb. 26, 1777 and died 
Jan. 18, 1849. 

He cut the first tree from the forest in set- 
tling his farm, and lived to see the wilderness 
become fertile and cultivated lands, and to 
witness the founding of schools, churches, 
and cities, to which he contributed his full 
share. At tho age of 99 he attended to his 
faim work and labored iu the cornileld, culti- 
valirg a piece by himself, aud at the age of 
100 years he Was able to shave himself. He 
took an active interest in controlling his own 
affairs, and with remarkable independence 
dt action. when he bad lived more tuan à 
cemury, spurned an attempt to place a guar- 
din oer him. Mr. Mekenny had three 
children, two daughters and one son, all of 
whem died in infancy. He was strictly tem- 

berate in bis habits, and never drank,asa 
everage, any intoxicating liquors. He did 
not bave a pbysician called to attend him 
until sfier he bad reached his 100th year. He 
never sued a man or was sured prior to his one 


bundredth birthday anniversary. He was 
never desirous of holding pub- 
lic oflices; and wher, ut one 
time, be was appointed a Jus- 


tice of the Peace by the Governor of the State, 
he declined to accept the honor. The family 
is noted fur longevity, and one brother, Sam- 
uel jived to the age of ninety-eix. Aaron Me- 
Kenny was alweys industrious aud economi- 
cal; his business life had been successful, and 
fur many yeurs he leut money to people need- 
ing assistance, but he never accepted more 
than 6 per cent interest. He lived through 
every xoministration of the United States and 
was within one year of the age of our Govern- 
ment. After reaching his majority in 1798, he 
frequently voted, first as an anti-I. deralist, 
afterwara as a Democrat, through a period of 
ejgbty years, 

Mr. McKenny was possessed of remarkable 
fiy mness, never yielding a point until he was 
fully convinced of his error. He had an ana- 
lytical mind, whieh remained «lear and sound 
to the last moment of his life. Iu personal ap- 
pearance he was tive feet ten inches in heigut, 
weighed 150 pounds, b.ue eyes, dark auburn 
hair and clear compi¢xion.

AN OLD NEW ENGLAND HOME. 


In the Possession of one Family for Over 
Two Hundred and Forty Years. 
[Boston Cor. of the Hartford Courant. ] 

Of the 125.000 ‘purchasers of Scribner’s 
Monthly, I presume that a good share are 
Harttoid people. Ishould like to call thei: 
attention to an engraving in the article in the 
February number entitled A Wheel Around 
the Hub,’’ which they will find an excellent 
engraving of perhaps the oldest house in 
New England. It is in Dedham, a towa about 
ten miles from the center of our city. This 
house was built in 1639. It has undergone 
some changes since, but much of the original 
structure is there, easily distinguishable and 
in a good state of preservation. This is 
true o1 both the sitting-room and the kitchen. 
The house is beautifully situated under 
Leavily branebing elms, and with the moss on 
its roof and the encroachment of the ground 
upon its wal s, the effet is in a marked de- 
Cite piciurerque. Ihe most curious fact of 
nll is that itis furnished with not a little of 
the original furni ure of over 240 vears ago. 
It has been in the possession of a single fim- 
ily by the nameof Fairbanks during the whole 
of that time. This family, in all its geaera- 
tions, has had a passion for“ keeping thiugs,“ 
as the country people express it. Among other 
articles there preserved is the originat inven- 
tory of the furniture of the Fairbanks who 
built this house. By means of this the articles 
which he carried into it are identified. There 
are his chest, his case of drawers, his lamp, 
(after the Pompelian pattern,) «nd scores of 
other relics. Conspicious among them all is 
suspended the old king’s arm which he kep: 
for protection from the Indians. Every geuer- 
ation that succeeded him has also transmitted 
something. The place is a museum with suc- 
cessive strata of curiositics from the Puritan 
period downto the present. The generation 
which bas just died out of the house was com- 
posed of three maiden ladies, who lived till over 
SU years of age in each case, and the last of 
whom wos fuund stricken with Geath by one 
of the neighbors onthe floor of the place of 
which she was the sele inhabitant. Taese old 
ladies kept even their wardrobe of more than 
half a century back. The Fairbankses have 
not been without their black sheep as well as 
many otber good families. One of the mem- 
beys—Jason Fairbanks—committed a murder 
early in the century under almost precisely 
simular circumstances tothat for which the 
Rey. Mr. Hayden has just been tried in Con- 
necticut. It was down inthe woods back of 
the old building. The murderer escaped and 
got as fur astre last town on the frontier on 
his Way to Canada, when he stopped to rest 
am hour or two, and Was taken and brouvht 
back to Dedham. The trial was one of the 
most famous of the day, Samuel Dexter, the 
yreat lawyer of that period, conducting tne 
defense. A verdict of guilty was rendered, 
und tbe execution took place soon after. It 
was the most celebrated criminal case in the 
mmnals of Messachusetis up to the time of the 
Sulem murder of White, in which Daniel 
Webster made his great plea, which is as often 
quoted as anything he ever delivered. 


MRS. GREEN’S WEALTH. 


A Vermont Woman Whois Worth a 
Cool $25,000,000. 
{**Gath,** in Cincinnati Inquirer. ] 

Some time ago the presidentof the Louis- 
viile, Nashville and Great Southern Railroad 
suid tbat there was a woman owaing stock in 
that railroad who had $25,000,000. I thought 
over the whole range of women in this coun- 
try, and failed to drop to any with that 
umount of money. I inquired of other per- 
sons, and they thought the woman wasa mvth. 
But I have understood within a day or two 
that there is really a wyman with a fortune of 
that, or approximate, magnitude, though 
sbe is searcely known to anybody either in 
financial or social circles. 

She is a Mrs. Green, the wife of a former 
American merchant in China, who is himself 
said to be worth 5, C00, 000. This gentleman 
spends most of his time about the Union 
Club, New York, while his wife resides with 
an invalid son at Bellows Falls, Vermont. 

She derives ber fortune from aman known 
as Blubber'' Robinson, who owned the lar- 
gest line of whale ships at New Bedford, 
Mass. New Bedford, you will remember, is 
quite a modern town in New England, having 
been settled only ten years before the revolu- 
tionary war. It took the name of Bedford 
because the land was ewned by a Mr. Russell, 
who remembered that Russell was the family 
name of the Dukes of Bedford. This town 
grew rich by the uddress ofa Quaker named 
Roich, Who persuaded the French and Brit- 
ish governments to let him ship them whale 
oil duty free. Then arose a magnificent 
whaling business for New Bedford, which in 
1838 had 170 whale ships, emploving 4,000 
sailors, and which fleet brought 169,000 bar- 
rels of whale oil a year. 

The man known as ‘*Blubber’’ Robinson is 
raid to have had a line of whale-ships painted 
blue in color, and had extruordinary success, 
both op the sea and in the employment of his 
capital on shore. After the discovery of gold 
in California the whaling business declined, 
and during the war of the rebellion the big 
New Bedford fleet in the Pacitic Ocean was 
destroyed by one of the worthless rebel pri-

Everybody Stimulates but Nobody Gets

Thus far my observations have been con- 
fined more especially to professionals. Durin 
the past five years ciub life bas largely change 
in New York, and club doors whieh were in 
olden days rigidity closed to men of commerce 
and trade, no matter how much money they 
had or how estimahle they were, are now much 
more than half way open, and one or two of 
cur clubs, which were originally intended 
for the convenience und comfort of profes- 
sional people, are almost entirely di- 
verted from the purpose of their 
plan and their meetings are ludicrously over- 
weigbted by an undue proportion of men out- 
side of the professions. In fact, the Press 
Club is the only club in New York City where 
the line is drawn with any degree of tautness.

The consequence is that I have entailed some- 
what the circle of my observation, and I find 
that these habits of conviviality are by no 
means confined to these circles. I used to 
think that it was somewhat due to the fact 
that most of us worked at night, and as we 
all know, a glass of wire is a very different 
tuing by gassicht from what it is at noonday. 

The appearance of any of our great restau- 
rants down town between 11 and 3 o’clock is 
enough to frigbten an old-timer. If Lyman 
Beecher couid be brought to life and taken 
into Delmonico’s, on Beaver Street, or Del- 
monico’s down-town, on Broadway, or into 
Cable’s, or Rudolph’s, or Sutherlund’s, or any 
other of those great broker centers, he would 
litt bis bands and foll bis eyes in holy horror 
and profourd astonishment, for, as was the 
New England rum and molasses of his primi- 
tive time, so is the champagne cork, pop and 
fizzie of to-day. Boys twelve years 
of age take tneir whisky and Apol- 
lonalis water between the pufts of their nasty 
cigarettes as though it was their mother’s 
miik. Lucky brokers open wine, a basket of 
it at a time. to enable their friends to congrat- 
ulate them in a proper and becoming manner. 
Unlucky brokers hurriedly pour out a two- 
thirds tumbler of brandy or of whisky and 
gulp it dewn to revive their drooping spirits 
and enable them to continue faith in a failfo 
market. Steady old codgers take a bite o 
sandwich and a glass of whisky. Calm and 
decorous men take their half-and-half with- 
out a blush, and beer—well, it is useless to 
go into that discussion, for everybody knows 
bow that is. ) 

Everybody drinks beer, everywhere and on 
every possible occasion. Bar- rooms are on 
nearly every corner. In the vicinity of Print- 
ing House Square there ure more bar-rooms 
than anything else. Every restaurant finds its 
profit over its bur. One of the marvels of 
New York city is the old Astor House, where 


fortunes have been made and lost; 
where Setson, Sr., made an enormous 
pile, Which grudusily melted . awa 


when the Stetsons. Jr., ran the house. When 
Mr. Dain, of tre Union Square Hotel, associ- 
ated bimself with Col. Allen and opened the 
Astor House, wise men shook their heads; and 
yet, while a fortune is made every season in 
tbe Astor House proper, its rotunda ‘s a mint 
which rolls out an imperial revenue every 
month. It is the head-venter of trade. It is 
the rendezvous of politics. It is the exchange 
of finance. Friends take strangers there to 
say **Ilow ure you?’’ »Wnat will vou 
take?“ and „ Good-bye.““ Its lunch coun- 
ters are surrounded by men as cheese 
is by mice. Its bar, stretching from end to 
end of the enormous room, is crowded from 
noon till night. It is amazing. [never have 
seen a drunken man there. Il have not seen a 
drunken man in any of these great restaurants 
to which I have referred or these resorts of 
which I speak, and yet everybody drinks and 
drinks again, and then goes all hands round 
nud one to top off with.” It isn’t natural to 
suppose that if vou pour this stuff into your 
stomach, eight, ten, tii.een Llasses a day, as 
many men do, that there will be no effect.

The Marital Troubles of the Dramatie 
1 News Hditor. 


[From the New York Sunday Tribune. ! 

Louis Timian, a broker. in 1869 married a 
young girl sixteen or seventeen years of age, 

named Laura E. Jennings. e Was a con- 
sumptive, broken down in health as well as in 
pocket. Shortly after their marriage, Charles 
A. Byrne, a reporter on some obscene paper, 
saw and iell in love with the wife. e en-; 
treated her to leave her husband and live with 
bim as his wife. He resorted to all devices to 
break up the relations of husband and wife 
between Timian and Mrs. Timian. His hos- 
tility extended so far as the maltreatment of 
the woman with blows, and in order tu drive 
Limian and his wife from the various board- 
ing houses in which they lived, he visited the 
places in Timian’s absence, destroyed the 
juruiture, even usetting stoves with burning 
coals in them, and otherwise made it impossi- 
ble for respectable landladies to keep them in 
their houses. Personal encounters were fre- 
quent between Byrne and Timian, until the 
latter left the country for fear of Byrne, thus 
abandoning his wife. 

Subsequently Byrne made a civil contract of 
marriage between himself and Laura Timian, 
drawing an elaborate contract, and two years 
later, in 1878, upon his furnishing her proof 
of Timian’s death, they were married at St. 
Ann’s Church, September 9, 1873, by Father 
Lake, Mr. Byrne’s mother being the principal! 
witness to the marriage. Since the marriage 
the woman has largely supported Byrne, 
chiefly by keeping boarders. She savedupa 
few hundred dollars and invested it with a 
theatrical manager known as ‘*Josh’’ Hart in 
a weekly paper, whieh, after a considerable 
struggle for existence, finally became re- 
munerative. The means emploved to make 
the paper successful were of the most di- 
reputable character. The editor became 
known and was generally denounced as a 
blackmailer. 

Abouj a year ago Byrne became acquainted 
with Dr. Merriil,a dentist in West Thirty- 
second street. who had a wife ambitious to go 
on the stage. Byrne betrayed her, and Dr. 
Merrill brought a suit for divorce on the 

ound of her criminal intimacy with Byrae. 

t was granted byJudge Donohue about six 
weeks ago. The wife, Mrs. Timian-Byrne, 
onthe proof of her husband’s conduct, re- 
fused to live any longer with Chas. A. Byrne. 
As the part owner of the paper alluded to she 
demanded a settlement with “Josh Hart,“ 
before alluded to. <A pretended settlement 
resulted not enly in depriving ber of her half 
interest in the paper, but also in the institu- 
tion of divorce proceedings begun by her 
against her busband. This was for the pur- 
pose, as Mrs. Byrne discovered, of enabling 
Charles A. Byrne to marry Alfa Merrill, who 
had been divorced frem her husband onac- 
count of her infidelity. On discovering this 
Mrs. Byrne dismissed her lawyer, A. H. 
Hummel, employed John D. Townsend, and 
stopped the divoree procsedings. She also 
began a suit for the recovery of her property 
on the paper alluded to. 

THE FALSE MARRIAGE. 

About three weeks age Charles A. Byrne 
and Alfa Merrill, accompanied by Charles W. 
Biooke snd May Hart,alias Mrs. John Sa- 
ville, went to Niagara Falls, crossed the new 
suspension bridge, and registered at the Pros- 
pect House ss Charles W. Brooke and wife, 
Charles A. Byrne and Miss A. Humphreys, 
*‘Rice’s Surprise Party.“ The same day they 
went tothe Town Clerk at Drummondville, 
Canada, to obtain a marriage license. Mr. 
Byrne made aftidavits to the effect that he was 
a bachelor, and that Mrs. A. Humphrey was a 
spinster. He thus obtained a license, wita 
which he went to the residence of the Ru. 
Chas. S. Ingles and a-ked to be married. Mr. 
Ingles refused to marry them in the house, 
and the party, including Brook and Mrs. S:- 
ville, went tothe church.

Leaving Charlotteville, Va., 
the home of Jefferson, Colonel Broadhead 
still remembers distinctly hislong stage ride 
to Gallipolis on the Ohio River, which was 
then one of the most important stage and 
steamboat centers inthe West. Leaving this 
place, he comtinued his trip to Louisville on 
a steuamboat, and from that point embarked 
on a sinall steamboat for St. Louis, arriving 
at the latter place after 
twelve days.

Quantrell, another 
uetrilia, in whose band tne ‘notorious 
‘ounger and James brothers commenced their 
explvits, was also at this time a terror to Mis- 
souri and the Southwestern border. As will 
be remembered, it was Quantreli who went 
to Lawrence, Kas., 40 miles from the Mis- 
souri line, Durned and sacked that town, 
and murdered men, women and chi dren 
wherever he could find them. To prevent 
euch depredations as these, the Government, 
seeing the necessity of a strong and determin- 
ed man, in 1863 uppointed Colonel James 0. 
Broadbead to be Provost Marshal of the dis- 
trict comprising Missouri, Kansas, the Indian 
Territory and that part of Indiana bordering 
on Missouri. In this capacity he soon became 
aterror to evil-doers, no matter whether 
they raided under the Union or Rebel flags, 
and the dispersion of the many cuerrilla 
bands which : one time infested Missouri, 
was chiefly due to his exertion. In 1864 Col. 
Broadhead ran for the United States Senate 
and was beaten by B. Gratz Brown.  Recent- 
ly ke gained much distinction by his prose- 
cution of persons implicated in the St. Louis 
Whisky frauds, and since then has devoted 
himseif exclusively to the private practice of 
his profession. There is avery shrewd sus- 
picion that be will, ere long, as a representa- 
tive of Missouri in the United States Senate,

DowN in Texas the people cling very tena- 

ciously to the religion of their fathers. They 
haven’t got quite as much religion in Texas 
as would be good for the people, but what 
they have is of the ortnodox pattern. Last 
year the Rev. Mr. Haynes dropped. down in 
the vicinity of Corsicana, and, claiming to 
have some new and _ direct revelation from 
Heaven, founded a sect of Sanctificationists and 
builded a tabernacle. It is related of Haw- 
thorne that when somebody told him once of 
the remarkable popularity of some gentleman 
who had turned upin a New England town 
he slyly asked: ‘*What new religion has he 
discovered?“ Very naturally Mr. Haynes was 
well received at the start, and it required but 
very little trouble to secure believers and fol- 
lowers. Recently a couple of his disciples 
named Dow, brothers in fact and in the bond 
of the new faith, went out to Belton for the 
purpose of evangelizing and winning *over to 
the doctrine of Haynes that intelligent and 
interesting community. They labored with 
great zeal and were about beginning to gather 
the fruits when an incident occurred which 
changed the genial current of things. One 
night last week amobof about sixty per- 
sons, composed exclusively of Methodists, 
Hardshell Baptists, Presbyterians and other 
orthodox persons, ealled at the parsonage of 
the Dow brothers and suddenly aroused them 
from their sanctified slumbers. They then 
persuaded the apostles to accompany’ them 
about a mile from the town. Into a profound 
woods they conducted the brethren and after 
tying them to trees took their horsewhips and 
lashed them into a fine frenzy. Then they 
unloosed the bonds and told the Sanctitication- 
ists torunforit. They ran, their movements 
being facilitated by a volley of pistol shots. 
Before being turned loose they were given 
twenty-four hours in which to remove their 
persons and effects from the county. They re- 
tired in-one-half the allotted time and Belton 
is now known on the books of Haynes & Co. as 
the city which rejects the Word and stones 
the prophets. The Belton people claim that 
the Sanctificationists are a nuisance; that they 
create trouble everywhere, break up families, 
separate wives from husbands and debauch 
women, all underthe pretense of direct or- 
ders from heaven.

A CABLE dispatch announced the other day 
the death ip France of Goulard, the last sur- 
vivor of the wreck of the French frigate Me- 
duse, at Pontendic, on the coast of Senegal, 
in 1816. This was one of the most frightful 
calamities known to naval annals. The Raft 
of the Meduse, by Gericault, is one ofthe 
most remarkable paintings in the Louvre. The 
treaty of 1815 having restored Senegal to 
France, the Meduse and three other vessels 
of war sailed from Rochefort to take posses- 
sion ofthe restored colony. The captain of 
the frigate was M. Duroys de Chaumareys, a 
scion of the ancien noblesse whom the Restor- 
ation brought back to France and power. His 
utter incapacity caused the loss of the vessel 
and the awful calamities that followed. Near- 
ly two hundred persons took refuge on a raft 
that was constructed after the frigate struck 
on the African coast. They were almost with- 
out food or water and for two weeks they 
drifted out on the tropical sea. A brig picked 
up from the raft fifteen wretched creatures, 
from whom nearly all resemblance to human 
beings bad departed and in whom theré was 
searcely a.breath of life. ‘The others had per- 
ished. The most horrible instances of can- 
nibalism occurred on the raft. De Chaum- 
arevs, who escaped from the frigate in a boat, 
was cashiered and thrown into prison. 


Mr. GEORGE AUGUSTUS SALA, the English 
correspondent and magazine writer, has 
reached Chicago after arapid trip from New 
Orleans.

| The Case of Mason vs. the Sheriff De- 
cided This Morniug. | 


The Court of Appeals Overrules the Demurrer 
and Enters Judgment for Finn. 


The Court of Appeals, in the caseof the 
State at the relation of the Circuit Attorney 
vs. John Finn, rendered the following opin- 
ion this morning: 


This is an information in the nature of a 
quo warranto filed by the Acting Circuit At- 
torney of the Eighth Judicial District, to try 
the rightof John Finn, the Sheriff of the city 
of St. Louis, to execute process 
of the St. Louis Criminal Court. A 
similar information was filed to try John 
Finn’s rights, as Sheriff, to execute process of 
the Probate Court. In each case the answer 
filed was the same. The two cases were ar- 
gued and submitted together, and will be 
considered together. 

The relator alleges that by the constitution 
and the scheme and charter the oftice of Mar- 
shal of the city of St. Louis exists; that it is 
— law the duty of the City Marshal to execute 
all process of the St. Louis Criminal Court; 
tbat Mason was elected to that office 
at the April election, 1877, and qualified and 
entered upon the performance of his duties 
as City Marshal, and until October 13, 1879, 
continued to perform those duties; that on 
the date last named, respondent Finn intrud- 
ed himself into the office of the City Marshal, 
and from that date until the filing of this in- 
formation has, without any authority of law, 
exercised the duties of that office, and per- 
formed‘ all the functions of Marshal in the 
St. Louis Criminal Court. 

THE ANSWER 
is to the effect that John Finn, at the dates 
named, was Sheriff of the city of St. Louis, 
and sets up as his sufficient authority for ex- 
ercising the function of executive officer of 
the St. Louis Criminal Court an act of the 
General Assembly of May 1, 1879, which pro- 
vides that all process of the St. Louis 
Circuit Court, Criminal Court, Court of 
Criminal Correction and Probate Court shall 
be directed to, and executed by, the Sheriff 
of that city, and that it shall be his duty to at- 
tend these courts and to perform all duties 
heretofore enjoined upon the Marshal of the 


city; also an act, May 1, £1879, 
amending an act entitled an act to 
define and conform the laws of the 


State to section 23, art. 9, of the Constitution ;” 
also, an act dated 29th April, 1879, to repeal the 
act of 2d May, 1877, relating to the office of 
Marshal of the city of St. Louis; also, an act 
dated 29th April, 1879, repealing the act of 2d 
May, 1877, in relation to first process from 
courts in St. Louis and the duties of certain 
officers relative thereto.

DEMURRED TO THE ANSWER. 

The question presented for our determina- 
tion is whether, under the Constitution, the 
scheme of separation of the city and ,county 
and the charter of the city of St. Louis, 
treated of in articles 1 to 20 of the Constitution, 
and which were subsequently adopted by the 
people, and whieh went into force on the 22d 
of October, 1876, and the aets ofthe General 
Assembly set out in the answer, the City 
Marshal or the Sheriff of the city of St. Louis 
is the proper person to execute the process of 
these courts named in these twoinformations. 
The Constitution of 1875 authorized a board 
of freeholders of the — and county to 2 
pare a scheme for the enlargement and defini- 
tion of the boundaries of the city; the re- 
organization of the government; the adjust- 
ment of the relations between the 
city and county, and provides the duties 
cf the city in colleeting revenue for the 
State and other functions. 

THE OFFICE OF SHERIFF 

exists in Missouri by constitutional provision. 
At common law, the Sheriff served the pro- 
cess of the State. Under our laws he ex- 
ecuted writs issued in the name of the State, 
though directed to him by the courts 
of another county. At the date of 
the adoption of the scheme and charter, 
there existed in St. Louis a . Probate 
Court, Criminal Ceurt and Court of Criminal 
Correction. These were all State courts, but 
were not expressly provided for by the Con- 
stitution as were the circuit courts and the 
county courts. They were created by the 
Legislature alone. The Legislature had pro- 
vided that the process of these three courts 
should be served, not by the Sheriff, but by an 
ofticer called the County Marshal, and in 1876 
the process of these courts had been served by 
this officer. 

The framers of the scheme of separation 
provided for an oflicer to be called the Marshal 
of the city of St. Louis, who was to discharge, 
under the altered condition of affairs within 
the limits of the city, tke duties that had 
heretofore been discharged by the County 
Marshal. We held in

that, the office of [County Marshal,being abol- 
ished, it was competent for the freeholders 
to provide that the duties pertaining to that 
oftice should devolve upon the City Marshal. 
The Constitution provided thatthe jurisdic- 
tion of these courts shouldjcontinue as before. 
Under these circumstances it was, at least, 
titting and congruous that the scheme should 
contain certain provisions as to the service of 
process 6f these courts. The provision ac- 
tually made was that the City Marshal 
should discharge the duties of the abolished 
County Marshal. After reviewing the acts 
named above the court concludes: 

It follows that the demurrer to thé answer 
af respondent must be overruled, and as the 
acts pleaded by the defendant are public 
acts, and the facts set up by him those of 
which we take judicial notice, and as the an- 
swer if true constitutes a complete defense, 
it remains only to enter judgment for respond- 
ent, which will accordingly be done.

THE CABINET-MAKERS. 


Seeend Day of the Strike—The Meeting 
This Morning. 


One of the Bosses Yields—The Men Still Firm 
in Their Demands. 


The striking eabinet-makers assembled this 
morning at nine o’ciock in Vorwaerts Hall, 
Chambers and Broadway, to the number of 
nearly two hundred. The first business was 
the selection of a chairman, and Frank Fisher 
was chosen. It was found, however, that 
Fisher was not present, when Herr 
Lenz was unanimously chosen: chairman, and 
Herr Lindhorst secretary. The minutes of 
yesterday’s meeting were read and approved. 

SHARP REPORTS. 

Chairman Lenz then called upon the vari- 
ous shop delegates to report. The delegate 
from Koppelmann’s factory reported that his 
boss had said that if they struck for three 
months he would not pay the 15 per cent in- 
crease demanded. He asserted that he was 
now paying the highest wages in St. Louis. 
Delegate Burckhardt from Vornbrock’s re- 
ported that they refused to pay the increase. 
Delegate Riebers from Peters’ factory was 
not present. Some one reported that the dele- 
gate did not feel comfortable and though 
there was a prospect of his being in the lurch. 
Secretary Liodhorst said that Herr Riebers had 
informed him that Peters was willing to in- 
crease the wages of some ofthe men, but 
would net make ageneralincrease. Louis 
Glass was then chosen delegate for Peters’ es- 
lishment. | 
The delegate from Stumpf & Nehausn 
re ed that his feliow workmen carried all 
the news to the bosses, and he had become a 
victim and been dismissed. 
It was reported that many of the workmen 
at Holtgreve’s and Leroy’s had gone to work. 
Herr Lehmann was chosen as delegate for 
the factory of Meyer & Pohlmann. 
The delegate from the Koenig factory re- 
ported that Koenig said he could not pay 
more. 

OTHER PROCEEDINGS. 
A committee consisting of Herren leltz- 
mann aud Brueckeimann were appointed to 
wait on the cabinet-makers still at work, and 
induce them to join the strike. 
A discussion then ensued, relative to those 
cabinet-makers then at work finishing up 
their present job, and it was unanimously re- 
solved that all quit work without further 
delay. 
Delegate Fischer, from Siemann’s factory, 
reported that Siemann was willing to 
pay an increase of ten per cent, and ifthe 
other bosses consented he would pay 15 per 


cent, and further, that the men hal resolved 


to return to work this afternoon. 7 
This led to an animated and lengthy discus- 
sion, one striker saying that it was ridiculous 
after having only been out on a strike two 
days for an increuse of fifteen per cent to think 
of accepting ten per cent. It would be a dis- 
gracetotbem. Finally it was agreed with « 
tew dissenting voices that the men refuse to 
resume work untilthe demand for fifteen per 
cent was acceded to.

George and Barbara Linz for $2,000, payable 
tothe survivor. George Lenz died and the 
Massachusetts Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany refused to pay the amount of the policy; 
hence the suit. The defense was that the de- 
ceased had become so intemperate as to seri- 
ously and permanently impair his bealth and 
induce delirium tremens, whereby the policy, 
by its terms, became void, and that the as- 
sured in their application represented the age 
of the deceased to be thirty-four, 
when it was in fact forty. Judgment 
in the court below was for the insurance 
company and the widow, Barbara Linz, ap- 
vealed. ; 

g It is objected by the plaintiff, Mrs. Linz, 
that physicians were allowed to testify upon 
the trial as to information which they ob- 
mined from Ged. Linz while he was their 
patiept and they were attending him in a pro- 
fessional capacity. The court be'ow ruled in 
regard to Dr. Spiegelhalter’s evidenca: “ You 
may state without regard to anything that he 
(the patient) may have suid to 
you, without regard to any information 
which you may have derived from him. II 
the information you are about to give 
isin any manner founded upon information 
which you derived from a statement of the 
patient to you, you will not answer the ques- 
tion.“ Tue statute says a physician or sur- 
veon shall be incompetent to testify concern- 
ing any informaiion he may have acquired 
while attending him in a professional ca- 


pacity, etc. 
In a very fine and metaphysical 
analysis of what is and what is 
not admissible, the Court in the 


following — 8 expresses the kernel of the 
nut it has cracked: 

It is a direct violation of the statute to say 
that a physician, because he has attended the 
patient, shall not testify atall. It is the rela- 
non of pb) sician and paticnt that is the reason 
and basis of the whole exclusion, and the 
bridge ought not te be broader than the flood. 
When ths relation is not involved—and the 
burden is on the objector to show that it is— 
the first condition is not met. What 
occurs outside that relation or before the 
patient submits himself to the physician or 
the latter addresses himself to his duty is not 
excluded, or else the basis of exclusion is al- 
tered and the statute extended. Thus objec- 
tive signs which are obvious On such an obser- 
yation as implies no disclosure, symptoms 
which are apparent before the patient sub- 
mits himself to anv examination, the statute 


* 


gives no authority for excluding. That a 
patient had an inflamed face, a blood- 
shot eye, that fumes of alcohol 


2 from his person, that he talked de- 

iriously, could be excluded only on the basis 

that the statute forbidsa physician to bea 
witness. These objective signs and others 
which imply no knowledge obtained as the re- 
sul: of submission or exygpsure by the patient, 
and which would be apparent before tne ini- 
tial act of service on the pbysician’s part, the 
latter should testify to under our statute. 
lt is not an objection to this view 
that the trained eve of a physician might thus 
detect sure signs of the existence of a given 
jisease. Noris it an objection that the wit- 
ess would be required to acutely discrimin- 
ate as tothe sources of his knowledge. The 
statute is not to be wrongly interpreted be- 
* there is a difficulty in applying it right- 
hs 
The testimony of the physicians as wit- 
nesseS Was wrongly admitted, and the 
case Was reversed and remanded. 

GARTSIDE VS. CONNECTICUT. 

Charles E. Gartside et al., app., vs. the Con- 
necticut Mutual Life Insurance Company, res., 
isthe title of the second case that was re- 
versed and remanded thismorning. The suit 
Was an action on a policy issued by the Con- 
necticut Mutual upon the life of Jos. E. Gart- 
side, the defense to which action is based 
Upon clause in the policy that in case the 
assured should become so far intemperate as 
lo lmpair bis health or induce delirium tre- 
mens, the policy should be void. The princi- 

alquestion is the same as that involved 

in the case of Linz vs. Massachusetts Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, decided at this term 
4s to the submission of testimony of physicians 
under the fifth subdivision of the eighth sec- 
lion of the witness act, which section provides 
certain personsshall be incompetent to testi- 
ly. The subdivision is as follows: 
. A physician or surgeon concerning any 
information which he may have acquired from 
iny patient while attending him in a profes- 
sional character, and which information was 
necessary toenable him to prescribe for such 
patient as a physician or do anv act for him 
is a surgeon.“ 

Dr. Hodgen, produced by the defendant, was 
examined by the plaintiff with a view of 
showing the incomypetency under the statute 
ofthe testimony about to be elicited. The 
Court below ruled that the witness must con- 
tne his testimony to his knowledge derived 
from Observation and not give that derived 
from communication, evidently meaning ver- 
al communication with the deceased. The 
Withess proceeded to testify upon ths basis, 


‘pparentiy making no distinction be— 
‘ween information which he  ovtained 
as 1 physician from his 


patient and through that relation, and inform- 
‘ion Which he acquiredfrom seeing the de- 
teased casually on the streets or during inter- 
vals When the witness was not prescribing for 
treating deceased asa patient. Exception 
Was taken to this testimony, and the Court of 
Appeals has decided that the exception is 
00d. The testimony of Drs. tiregory and 
auduy is open to the same objection. Incom- 
petent testimony was admitted, and it may 
lave —-_ materially affected the verdict: 
therefore the case is reversed and remanded. 
lhe opinion also says that the rulings of the 
hurt below to the effect that the plaintiffs 
ould not investigate the habits of deceased 
“ times before the issue of the policy 
Were correct. There was no error in 
the instructions of the court. Varlous other 
objections were made but they were of no 
oment. The opinion was delivered by 
Judge tiayden, Judge Bakewell concurring. 
ldge Lewis was absent.

The Contracts for which Amount to 
$2,500,000. ; 


There have been several intimations from 
Washington lately to the effect that St. Louis 
is to be selected asthe place for letting con- 
tracts to supply the Indian service. 
For a number of years these contracts have 
been let in New York city, though most of the 
successful bidders have been Western men. 
The supplies consist mostly of dry goods, beef 
and flour. The two latter articles can al- 
wars, of course, be purchased cheaper 
at Western points than at New York or anv 
other place intbe East, butit is exactiy the 
reverse with dry goods. Itis stated that the 
beef and flour contracts for the Indian ser- 
vice amount to about $2,500,000. 
It seems that Gen. Fiske of the Indian Bureau 
wants the letting of these contracts removed 
from New York because he believes that they 


have heretofore been manipulated by 
a ring that has grown rich o 
of the Government's money. A

Years ago 
a number of contracts for In- 
dian supplies were let in St. Louis and 
itis thought that if this should be resumed 
it will be quite an r to the city. 
For some reason the millers of this city have 
not recently been able to get a single Indian 
contract, although flour canbe manufactured 
as cheaply here as anywhere elsein the United 
States. A gee miller here in speaking 
on this subject said he went all the way to 
New York last year when the Indian Com- 
missioner was receiving proposals for flour, 
but that he discovered that he 
HAD NO CHANCE WHATEVER, 

and came home disgusted. Should these 
contracts be let here it is 
believed that there will be a better chance 
for St. Louis millers. Some of the beef for 
the Indian service last year was furnished 
by St. Louis men, mostly vy the firm of Hunt- 
er & Evans, who have extensive cattle ranches 
in Colorado, Texas and New Mexico.

Two Agents of the British Army Making 
Purchases in St. Louis. 


— — -—_—- - 


The Whole English Transport Service to 
be Supplied From This Country. 


There are now stopping at the Lindell Ho- 
tel in this city Mr. B. L. Glover, veterinary 
surgeon of the English Royal Artillery, and 
Mr. James Milne, of the Commisariat and 
Transport Department of the English Army. 
These gentlemen came direct from England 
to St. Louis for the purpose of purchasing 
mules for the English military ser- 


vice, and have already bought 
about 220 head. This is the first time 
agents of the English or any other foreign 
military service have come to St. Louis to pur- 
chase mules, and it is an occurrence of im- 
portant significance.

with his regiment and was in South Africa 
a year and a balf. In speaking of the Zulus, 
he said they were much more 
intelligent and bad tbeir military 
service much better organized than the Eng- 
lish or any other civilized people supposed. 
King Cetywayo he considered a very shrewd 
commander and ruler who had the most rigid 
discipline enforced among his followers. 

The Zulu warriors,’’ said he, are fine 
fellows. When making a charge, they will 
not stop until shot down and they do much 
better fighting than one would suppose they 
could do with the kind of arms they have.“ 

When asked how the Zulus got their fire-
